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THE DEAN’S REPORT 


On. the Progress of St.. Mary’s Hospital Medical 
School for the Year 1893—94. 





THE Report I have to present for the past twelve months is a very 
satisfactory one. The School’s good progress is evidenced both 
by the number of our entries and by the results achieved during the 
year at the various professional examinations. For the entire course 
our entries have been 79, for special classes 77, and for instruction in 
the preliminary science subjects 8, making a total of 164, or 50 more 
than in any previous year. We have, moreover, for the present 
Summer Session 24 full students, and 41 engaged in special courses, 
or in all 65, being 21 in excess of the number in any corresponding 
former period. Our facilities for teaching have been improved during 
the past year by the addition to our School buildings of a Laboratory 
for investigation and study in the departments of hygiene and public 
health. This is under the able supervision of our Sub-Dean, Dr. 
A. P. Luff, who has lately been appointed Medical Adviser on these 
subjects to the Home Office. I may here mention that Dr. Kaufmann, 
an old student of St. Mary’s, has lately been elected to the post of 
Professor of Pathology at Mason’s College, Birmingham, and Visiting 
Physician to the Birmingham Infirmary. :

On the tst of June our President, H.R.H. the Duke of York, took 
the chair at a Festival Dinner in aid of the funds for the general hospital 
purposes and for the erection of the Clarence Memorial Wing.

THE School Buildings have been recently much extended and improved 
by the addition of anew Library, Pathological, Physiological,and Hygiene 
Laboratories, and special Rooms for Class Teaching. ‘The School affords 
complete means of preparation for the Examinations of the Universities, 
the Conjoint Board of the Royal Colleges of Physicians and Surgeons, 
the Society of Apothecaries, and the Public Services; and, what is of still 
greater importance, for the exigencies of private practice. The Hospital 
is moreover available as a means of teaching and treatment in. Special, 
as well as General, Medical and Surgical diseases, whereby Students 
have the opportunity of seeing every variety of practice. f 


SYSTEMATIC COURSES OF LECTURES are given during the 


winter and summer sessions on all the subjects of general Medical Study. 


SPECIAL LECTURES anp DEMONSTRATIONS on OpurHat-. 
mic, AURAL AND DEnTAL SURGERY, AND ON DISEASES OF THE SKIN 
AND THE THROAT, are given by the OrricERS who take charge of 
these cases, in order that these subjects may be fully and completely 
taught. 


THE PHYSIOLOGICAL LABORATORY, possessing all the latest 
requirements for Physiological work, is open daily, under the superin- 
tendence of the Lecturer on Physiology. It has recently been much. 
improved and enlarged, and offers all the requisites for Physiological 
research. 


THE USE OF THE MICROSCOPE is carefully taught to students, 
and the minute Anatomy, both of the healthy and morbid tissues, is 
demonstrated in the Medical School, in Classes devoted to these subjects. 


CHEMICAL LABORATORY.—Students can in addition to attend- 
ance on the Systematic Course and the Practical Class pursue: Chemical 
Study in the Laboratory. Special Classes are also held by the Demon- 
strator of Chemistry for Students preparing for Examinations. 


PATHOLOGICAL LABORATORY. —The Pathological Laboratory 
is fitted with complete appliances for the prosecution of original 
research in Pathology, Pathological Chemistry, and Bacteriology, 
for which the most recent and approved apparatus has been provided. 
The Laboratory is available for Students who wish to pursue 
a more extended course of Pathological Histology than is provided 
by the regular practical class, and for, those who engage in original 
research in other branches of Pathology. Gentlemen unconnected with, 
St. Mary’s Medical School may enter for the Laboratory work alone. — 
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HYGIENE LABORATORY.—Work connected with the depart- 
ment of Hygiene and Public Health can be pursued in the Hygiene 
Laboratory, under the supervision of the Lecturer. A course of six 
taonths’ practical work, as required previous to the Examinations for a 
Diploma in Public Health, is started in January of each year. See p. 34. 


LIBRARY.—The large new Library is now in daily use. It is partly 
supported by a grant from the School Funds, and a fee of £1 1s. is 
required to be paid on entrance by each Student. By arrangement witha 
Medical Circulating Library all the latest works and editions are 
obtained. Honorary Librarian,-Mr. HerBert W. Page. Librarian, 
Mr. NanFAn. 


OSTEOLOGICAL CABINET.—A Loan Collection of Bones is 
under the superintendence of the Lecturers on Anatomy; and 
on two mornings in the week, the Junior Demonstrator of Anatomy 
attends to give out specimens. No charge is made for the privilege 
of borrowing from the Collection, but it is hoped that the preparations 
will be carefully used and punctually returned. 


UNIVERSITY OF LONDON & HIGHER EXAMINATIONS. 
Special Classes are held for the Preliminary Scientific M.B. Examination 
(see page 37); also for the Intermediate and Final M.B. Examinations, and 
_ for the Fellowship Examinations of the Royal College of Surgeons. Ten 
Guineas of the fee for the Class held for the Preliminary Scientific M.B. 
Examination will be returned to any member of the class who enters as 
- a perpetual pupil of the Hospital. Gentlemen entering for the course 
_ will count their medical studies from the time at which they commence 
their attendance on the Lectures of Anatomy and Physiology. 


THE HOSPITAL is situated in one of the most pleasant and open 
districts of London, and from its position being very near to the Great 
Western Terminus, and to the Praed Street, Bishop’s Road, and Edgware 
Road Stations of the Metropolitan Railway, students are enabled to live at 
short distances from it without unnecessary fatigue or trouble. The 
Medical School has been constructed with careful attention to ventila- 
tion, and in the additions recently made to the school buildings, every 
_ sanitary requirement has been amply supplied. 


The Hospital contains 281 beds, 128 of which are devoted to Medical 
and 153 to Surgical cases. Two wards are appropriated to the Diseases 
of Children, and one to those of Women; Beds are also provided fox 
Ophthalmic, Aural, Cutaneous, and Dental cases. During the past year 
relief was afforded to 4,056 In-Patients, and 34,357 Out-Patients and 
Casualties. 


CLINICAL TEACHING forms a prominent feature in the course of 
instruction, and the arrangements are such as to secure a complete system 
of Clinical Training by the Physicians and Surgeons of the Hospital. 


The members of the In-Patient Staff visit the wards every day 
(see page 9), and instruction is given at the bedside. 


The Out-Patient practice, both Medical and Surgical, is very large 
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and affords an extensive field for investigating all varieties of disease, 
and for obtaining instruction and experience. - : . 


The Officers to the Special Departments attend at stated hours in 
the wards and Out-Patients’ rooms, and all opportunities are used for 
instructing Students. 


TUTORIAL CLASSES are held in the Hospital and School by the 
Medical, Surgical, and Obstetric Tutors, in ovder to assist Students in 
preparing for their final Examinations, and to instruct Junior Students 
in the practical examination of patients and methods of diagnosis. 


SURGICAL OPERATIONS are performed on, Tuesdays at Half- 
past One o’clock. . Surgical Consultations are held on Mondays, at 
half-past Two o’clock. 


THE MATERNITY DEPARTMENT, for attendance on Women 
in Labour at their own. homes, has been) extended considerably, and 
will continue to be enlarged according to the requirements of the 
Students, under the supervision of the Obstetric Physicians, assisted by 
the Obstetric Resident Officers, whose help is to be sought in all 
cases of difficulty or danger. 1,235 cases were attended last year. 


DISEASES OF WOMEN.—There is a Ward devoted entirely to 
the treatment of cases of Diseases peculiar to Women, and a separate 
room for Special Cases—open to all Students. A large Out-patient 
attendance of Women and Children also affords abundant opportunities 
for Clinical instruction. : 


DISEASES OF CHILDREN.—There are Special Wards, Medical 
and Surgical, for the treatment and study of Diseases of Children. A 
special Out-Patient Department has recently been instituted—-Physician, 
Dr, SrIpNEY PHILLIPS; Surgeon, Mr. PEprmr. 


ADMINISTRATION OF AN ASTHETICS.—Instruction is given 
by the Administrator of Anesthetics, in the Operating Theatre, on 
Tuesdays and Fridays, to Students who have filled the offices of Dresser 
and of Medical Clerk. A Certificate of Proficiency in administration 
of aneesthetics is required of all candidates for the Resident appointments 
in the Hospital.

Students can receive instruction in the compounding and dispensing of

(See page 21).—All the Medical 
Appointments in the Hospital, including those of House Physician, 
House Surgeon, and Resident Obstetric Officer, are open to its 
Pupils without additional fee or expense of any kind, thus offering 
advantages, both professional and pecuniary, of the highest importance ~ 
to the Student, and forming a valuable addition to the system of 
Scholarships and Prizes...

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OBSERVATIONS ON THE FOREGOING TABLE. 


The principal subject. during the first Winter should be Anatomy, and 
the chief means by which a student will acquire knowledge of the subject 
are Dissection by his own hands, with study, as occasion Offers, of 
dissections by others. The Lectures and Demonstrations on the body 
will very much lighten his task, and will remove difficulties. 


Physiology comes next as regards the amount of time which it 
demands. In this subject an attention to explanations and salient facts 
commented upon in Jectures, and above all the formation of a personal 
note-book on the subject are of the greatest value. 


Histology or Microscopic Anatomy forms part of the course of 
Physiology. Each student should form a collection of mounted specimens 
to be studied. The first-half of the course should be attended during 
the first Winter, the second-half of the course during the second Winter, 


Every student should have a microscope of his own. 


Biology Lectures are delivered during the first half of the Winter 
Session: students are therefore advised to present themselves for Exa- 
mination in this subject in January. 


Chemistry Lectures and Demonstrations will have to be attended 
during the First Winter and Summer Sessions. 


The Second Winter Session should be entirely devoted to acquiring 
a sound basis in Anatomy and in Physiology, to ensure passing the 
second examination of the Conjoint Board, and to facilitate the future 
study of Surgery, of Medicine, and of Pathology. 


No student will be admitted to the class of Physiological Chemistry 
before he has passed the first examination of the Conjoint Board. 


No Student is eligible for the office of Clerk or Dresser in the 
Hospital until he has passed the Second Examination of the Conjoint 
Board. As soon, therefore, as he has passed this, he should act as 
Dresser in the Casualty Department, and should attend, either then or 
previously, the Medical Tutor’s Class for instruction in the methods of 
Note-taking, and of Examination of Patients. (See p. 35.) 


He should next hold the appointments in turn of Clinical Clerk to 
one of the Physicians, and of Surgical Dresser or Surgical Clerk ; those 
of Out-Patient Clerk and Dresser should follow. (See p. 21.) Students 
are advised to hold also the appointment of Clerk in the Post-Mortem 
Department. In each appointment he should make every effort to 
cultivate the faculty of accurate observation, and to train his eyes, ears, 
and hands, and learn the use of the various instruments of investigation. 
He will at this time find opportunities for applying the knowledge 
already gained of Microscopical and Chemical Manipulation to the study 
of disease in the living, and to morbid appearances after death. 
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Whether holding an appointment or not, every Student should 
attend as regularly as possible the Medical. and "Surgical Wards, and the 
Post-Mortem room. If he desires to obtain the greatest advantage from. 
his position, he should compete ‘for the various Prizes ‘at the: Class 
Examinations, and especially for the post’ of Pathological Demonstrator,, 
and for the resident Hospital appointments.

BACTERIOLOGY.—A special course of lectures will be delivered 
during the Winter Session at hours to be hereafter arranged. 


PRACTICAL PATHOLOGY.—A practical Class of Patho- 
logical Histology is held during the Winter and Summer Sessions. 
Students will be supplied with specimens for permanent mounting, and 
as far as possible it will be so arranged that, in addition to other matter, 
the whole ground covered by the Lecture Course will be gone over 
and practically illustrated. 

PATHOLOGICAL LABORATORY.—The Pathological Laboratory 
is completely fitted with appliances for the prosecution of original 
research in Pathology and Pathological Chemistry. It is under 
the personal superintendence of the Lecturers on Pathology, and is 
open throughout the winter and summer sessions from 9, a.m., to 
5, p-m., except on Saturdays, when it is closed at2, p.m. For the 
prosecution of Bacteriological study, the most recent and approved 
apparatus is provided in a special department of the Laboratory. 
The Laboratory is also available for Students who wish to 
pursue a more extended course of Pathological Histology than is pro- 
vided by the regular practical class, and for those who engage in original 
research in other branches of Pathology. Gentlemen unconnected with 
St. Mary’s Medical School may enter for the Laboratory work alone, 
the Fee for which is £3 per month.

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DESCRIPTIVE AND SURGICAL ANATOMY. 
J. Ernest Lang, F.R.CS. : 
Witiiam Hii, M.D., B.Se. Lond., Assistant-Lecturer. 


The Course, which consists of about 90 lectures, comprises a minute 
but practical description of the different regions and structures of the 
human body. The Surgical Anatomy of Hernia, of the Perineum, and 
of the larger Arteries, Veins, and Nerves, receives careful and 
precise description. The lectures are illustrated by diagrams, by 
recent and dried dissections, and by special moist preparations, The 
bones are generally described at the same time with the anatomy of the 
dissected part; they are not dealt with as if their study should, be 
separated from that of the muscles and blood-vessels which are in imme- 
diate connection with them. 


Frequent reference is made to the Developmental and Comparative 
Anatomy of the skeleton, and attention is constantly drawn to the 
intimate connection between the science of Anatomy and the practice of 
Surgery. The surface-markings are explained, and the importance of a 
practical knowledge of the deeply-seated Land-marks is insisted upon. 


Special attention is also directed to the structure and functions of 
the Articulations, so that, through a practical knowledge of these 
important parts, the Student may eventually be prepared to find a 
satisfactory solution to the difficult problems of Fractures and Disloca- 
tious of the Joints. 


A full account of the growth of Bone from cartilage and ercirans 
is given ; and the importance of a knowledge of this subject in the 
Surgery of childhood and of adult life is duly explained. 


In order to insure the maintenance of a lively interest in the subject 
under treatment, the Lecturer examines each day during the PRR of 
the lecture or on its conclusion.

THE DISSECTING ROOM is under the superintendence of the ~ 
Lecturer on Anatomy, and the Demonstrators attend daily eee 
the year to direct the Students in their Dissections. 


The method of teaching adopted consists, for the most part, in the 
separate instruction and examination of each Student. The Teachers 
aud Pupils are thus brought into daily contact, and the Student’s 
interest in his work greatly increased. Class demonstrations and exami- 
nations are also held daily, and special class instruction is given’ to 
all those Students who are about to go up for the Anatomical Examina- 
tions of the Conjoint Board. 
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Due attention is also given to the important matter of preparing 
Students in the art of answering anatomical questions in writing. For 
this purpose a paper is set every week by the Demonstrators, to which 
each Student of the second year is expected to hand in written answers. 


The Dissecting Room is spacious and extremely well-lighted, both 
from the sides and from the skylight, which runs nearly the length of 
the roof. It possesses all the modern improvements. For light and venti- 
lation, it is second to none. It is open daily from 9, a.m., till 5, p.m. 
(except on Saturday, when it is closed at 1, p.m.)

PHYSIOLOGICAL DEPARTMENT.

The work of this department is conducted by the Lecturer and the 
Demonstrators with Assistants, and is so arranged that a complete 
Course of Theoretical and Practical Physiology, with Histology, will 
occupy the Student during the first two Winter Sessions. 


This course is theoretical,and practical. 


1. The THEORETICAL portion consists of upwards of a hundred 
Lectures, and comprehends :— 


A. Physiology proper, or the study of the functions of living tissues 
. and organs, 


| B. Physiological Chemistry, or the study of their chemical composi- 
tions and products. 


C. Histology, or the study of their anatomical structure by means 
of the microscope. 


2. PRACTICAL HistoLocy.—This,course comprises two parts :— 


Part 1.—Blood and Simple Tissues.—This part is to be attended 
by Students before their second winter. 


Part 2.—Organs.—This part is held during the first half of the 
Winter Session, and is to be attended by Students 
during their second winter. 


Demonstrations will be given by the Lecturerand Assistant-Lecturer 
as may be found practicable. 


Practica Puysionogican CHEMISTRY.—The course is held during 
the second half of the Winter Session, and should be attended by 
Students in their Second Winter Session. 


For those Students who are preparing for the higher Examina- 
tions at the College of Surgeons or the Universities, special classes 
are formed. 
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The Laboratory is open throughout the year to advanced Students 
who may be desirous of studying special subjects with the assistance of 
the Lecturer or Assistant-Lecturer. 


Students are required to provide themselves with a enttronedpelsd 
dissecting case, a box to contain mounted specimens, slides, and cover 
glasses. 


BIOLOGY.

A course of Lectures and Practical Demonstrations will be given 
during the first half of the Winter Session to meet the new requirements 
of the Conjoint Board. The course will embrace the following 
subjects :— . 


(1) The chemical composition and properties of protoplasm ; the 
structure and properties of cells; cell-division ; the general outlines of 
the varieties of cell-structure in the tissues of animals and plants. 


(2) The structure and life-history of Ameba, Vorticella, Protococcus, 
and Spirogyra as illustrative of :— 


(a) The differences between plants and animals. 
(0) The general phenomena of the life-history of low 
organisms. 


(3) The structure and mode of life of Saccharomyces and Bacteria ; 
fermentation ; putrefaction ; modes of spread of Bacteria. 


(4) The relations between multicellular and unicellular animals, as 
illustrated by a comparison of the structure, physiology, and life-history 
of Hydra and Ameba. 


(5) The Calomata-Invertebrata, as illustrated by the anatomy of 
Lumbricus. 


(6) The Celomata-Vertebrata, as illustrated by a comparison of the 
general characters of the skeleton, and of the digestive, circulatory, 
respiratory, g genito-urinary, and nervous systems of the dogfish and the 
frog. 

(7) The structure of ova and spermatozoa ; fertilization ;- the early 
stages of development ; the formation of the segmentation- cavity, of the 
gastrula, archenteron, ‘and ccelom, and of the epiblast, mesoblast, and 
hypoblast, with an enumeration of the chief systems of organs derived 
from the three layers in a Vertebrate. 


The course will be illustrated by a series of Specimens from the 
Museum. Each Lecture will be followed by a Practical Demonstration 
of two hours duration. Students must be provided with Microscopes, 
Slides, Cover-glasses, and dissecting instruments. The Lecturer will 
be glad to advise Students in the choice of books and instruments, 
The days of Lecture are Tuesdays and Fridays at 10, a.m., practical work 
11 to I.

MATERIA MEDICA AND THERAPEUTICS.

The object of this Course of Lectures is to make the Student familiar- 
with the remedies contained in the British Pharmacopeeia and with the 
more important of the new drugs which are not yet official. The 
substances themselves and their pharmaceutical preparations are demon- 
strated, the chemical tests with regard to each explained, and such details. 
of interest mentioned as may tend to assist the Student’s memory. 
Special stress is laid on the physiological action of the several drugs, 
and a classification based upon physiological considerations is adopted. 
It is believed that such a grouping gives a firmer grasp of the numerous 
facts involved than can be afforded by a mere alphabetical sequence or 
by an arrangement founded simply on chemical or botanical principles. 
The various remedies are classed according as their main influence.

School for the Year 1895—96. 


- 4? is satisfactory to note how, from small beginnings ona sound basis, 


St. Mary’s has by degrees attained the position of one of the most 
snumerously attended and most prosperous among the Metropolitan 
Schools of Medicine. Our entries for the entire course during the past 
three years give an average of over 70, and the total entries for that 
period, including those for special classes, in medical and preliminary 


“science subjects, amount to 469, or 135 in 1893, 156 in 1894, and 158 


in 1895. 


We have of late years very considerably extended, our School 
Buildings, and further additions are now contemplated. In view of 
the rapidly-increasing scope of modern medical science, it has been 


-sdeemed advisable to create two new appointments on our teaching 


staff, and Dr. John Anderson, C.I.E., and Mr. H. G. Plimmer, 
-have been chosen as lecturers recnectively on RP TObiea Diseases 
and Bacteriology. 


The Hospital, which was in past times repeatedly enlarged, so as 


-ito render it of signal utility, both as a charitable institution and as an 


-arena for medical study, is now being still further improved. His

The new Out-Patients’ Department and Dispensary in connection 
with St. Mary’s Hospital, now in course of erection, of which a plan is 
shown, will occupy the whole of the basement floor of the new Clarence 

Wing. This floor is, however, only a half basement, the windows in it 
being well above the road level, and with areas ten and twelve feet 
wide. 


The Patients will enter from Stanley Place on the West side by 
means of a sloping way, passing first into the Registration Room and 
thence right and left for men and women into the large Waiting Hall ; 
thence through the various Consulting Rooms, four in number, to the 
Dispensary Waiting Room. 


The arrangements are so contrived that no Patient need again pass 
through the Waiting Hall. After obtaining their medicines the 
Patients would go out by another sloping way into Cambridge Place on 
the East. Near the Entrance and in connection with the Registration 

- Hall there isa Waiting Room for suspected Fever cases, with separate exit. 


‘Each Consulting Room has two Dressing Rooms and a Clerk’s Room 
attached. The Consulting Rooms are considerably larger than those in 
‘the present Out-Patients’ Department. : 


The heating will be by open fire-places in the Consulting Rooms, 


and hot water radiators, and the ventilation by means of open windows 


and skylights, and a system of descending flues and main channel under 
floors to an upeast shaft. 


-_ There will be double windows on the side towards Praed Street, and 
- ~ the internal walls will be lined up to a height of 5 or 6 feet with glazed 
bricks, and above that with Keene’s cement. 


There is a Staircase in connection with the ground floor near the 
Entrance for the convenience of Medical Officers attending this depart- 
ment, The Lift also supplies means of communication with the upper 

- floors. 


Adjoining the Dispensary. is a large Laboratory and Drug Store 
with a Dispenser’s Room,

_ THE USE OF THE MICROSCOPE is carefully taught to students, 
and the minute Anatomy, both of the healthy and morbid tissues, is 
demonstrated in the Medical School, in Classes devoted to these subjects. 


CHEMICAL LABORATORY.—Students can in addition to attend- 

ance on the Systematic Course and the Practical Class pursue Chemical 
Study in the Laboratory. Special Classes are also held by the Demon- 
strator of Chemistry for Students preparing for Examinations. 


_ PATHOLOGICAL LABORATORY. —The Pathological Laboratory

THE HOSPITAL is situated in one of the most pleasant and open 
‘districts of London, and from its position being very near to the Great 
Western Terminus, and to the Praed Street, Bishop’s Road, and Edgware 
Road Stations of the Metropolitan Railway, students are enabled to live at 
‘short distances from it without unnecessary fatigue or trouble. The 


Medical School has been constructed with careful attention to ventila- 


‘tion, and in the additions recently made to the school buildings, eve 
‘sanitary requirement has been amply supplied. 


The Hospital contains 281 beds, 128 of which are devoted to Medical 
and 153 to Surgical cases. Two wards are appropriated to the Diseases 


‘of Children, and one to those of Women; Beds are also provided for — 
_ Ophthalmic, Aural, Cutaneous, and Dental cases. During the past year 


relief was afforded to 3,968 In-Patients, and 37,283 Out-Patients and 
‘Casualties. 


CLINICAL TEACHING forms a prominent feature in the course of 
instruction, and the arrangements are such as to secure a complete system 
‘of Clinical Training by the Physicians and Surgeons of the Hospital.

DESCRIPTIVE AND SURGICAL ANATOMY.

The Course, which consists of about 90 lectures, comprises a minute: 


but practical description of the different regions and structures of the 


human body. The Surgical Anatomy of Hernia, of the Perineum, and. 


of the larger Arteries, Veins, and Nerves, receives careful and 


precise description. The lectures are illustrated by diagrams, by 
recent and dried dissections, and by special moist preparations. The 


bones are generally described at the same time with the anatomy of the 
dissected part; they are not dealt with as if their study should be 
separated from that of the muscles and blood-vessels which are in imme- 
diate connection with them. 


Frequent reference is made tothe Developmental and Comparative 
Anatomy of the skeleton, and attention is constantly drawn to the 
intimate connection between the science of Anatomy and the practice of 
Surgery. The surface-markings are explained, and the importance of a 
practical knowledge of the deeply-seated Land-marks is insisted upon. 


Special attention is also directed to the structure and functions cf — 


the Articulations, so that, through a practical knowledge of these 
important parts, the Student may eventually be prepared to find a 
satisfactory solution to the difficult problems of Fractures and Disloca- 
tious of the Joints. 


A full account of the growth of Bone from cartilage and membrane 
is given ; and the importance of a knowledge of this subject in the 


_ Surgery of childhood and of adult life is duly explained. 


In order to ensure the maintenance of a lively interest in the subject 


under treatment, the Lecturer examines each day during the progress of 


the lecture or at its conclusion.
